Letter From Mississippi. 

Our old friend. J. 11. Aioswjrtb 
who is in Mississippi, sends as tbe 
following letter from Carthaga, under 

date of Nov. 25. 

■ 1 lia\e just taken a little jaunt of 
five days in order to attend a buliiiess 
( onvention bald at Meridian. 1 taken 
an overland route Nov. 20th, for 
I'ni"ii. Mi«- . a thriviiiL' litt'e town 
on the K. C. .M. & Jackson railroad; 
had the pleasure of being one of tbe 
fir'4 passeagera aoath on tbe line 
after the pa«seiiger service was put 
on. M\ tir-l niL:hl was spent with 
an old planter and Itebel soldier, who 
lives one mila west of tha-Jaekson 
road ; the road first traveled by (ieii. 
.lai k-Mii .iiid wa- I'll the line of Sher- 
man s inurcb from Vicksburg east, 
when be b«sned the towns of Cana- 
batta, Hillaborough and Decatur, 
wliii-e iii' ii. I understand, burned 
iiiam null- and eiittoii gins and swap- 
id horses to their own advantage. 
We bad a run of 20 miles to Newton ; 
there we changed ears for Meridian, 
a distrtiii e of !!,'» miles arrived in 
time to secure lodging and attend the 
tirst service held in the Salvation 
.\rmy head<|uarters, conducted by 
the Rev. H. C. Morri-mi, of Louis- 
ville. Ky., who is a w In i I Imr-c and 
leader in theholiui-s umveuicnt. The 
services after the first night were 
held in the emirt hou-c, tbe finest 
building of the kind I ever saw. Tin; 
eouvention was called for tbe purpose 
ot unifying the holiaass causa, and 
was composed of reprasantativa men 
from several states, who in cnnnee- 
tion with the home people of Missis- 
sippi, sliowcd an uncompromising 
teal for the cause af holiness, but as 
in all religious bodies of these latter 
days the warm -oiil -ati-fyiii'.; and lift 
giviug power id tbe holy spirit was 
lacking, and that means much to this 
generation. The more I see of Mis- 
<i--ippi the more lam impressed that 
the great im < d of this country is in- 
telligent hiisliaiidry, (the negro can t 
lead.) The land is here uncultivated, 
the tiinlii I iinsuwed, the climate tine 
and plenty uf eaue, flowers and bare- 
footed children.

center and rests her bead in the
